Work at the San Francisco Quarantine Station. 

National Quarantine Station, 

Angel Island, Cal., July 15, 1897. 
Sir : I have the honor to report rather lively quarantine operations 
during the past few days. Four passenger steamers arriving on the same 
day needed attention, and four groups of passengers had to be treated 
in quarantine and kept separate. 

The City of Pueblo brought 14 Japanese steerage passengers from 
Japan, via Victoria. They were bathed and their baggage and body 
clothing disinfected, and returned to the city the same day.
